In a preface to this collection 
of 52 short chapters from life and 
fiction, Archer Wallace says the 
book was compiled with the pur- 
pose of bringing encouragement 
and spiritual help to the burden- 
ed people.

However, 
there js a small featherless region 
on the bird’s underside, and the 
wriggling is to ensure that this 
comes in contact with the eggs to 
be hatched. - 

The bald appeayance of certain 
birds accounts for thelr names. 
The United States chose as its 
national emblem a_ species “of 
eagle whose entire head is cov- 
ered with white feathers, which 
extend to the back. of its neck 
and over the throat In front, 

abruptly. Consequently, 
the name bald eagle was given to 
the bird, But because the effect 
of baldness is not striking, the 
appellation does not seem as sult- 
able as does a similar name ap- 
Plied to two other quite different 
species.
